Prof. Erich Schmidt of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin was also a friend 
of mine and was often at my 
home; | owe many an enjoyable 
evening to the learned discourses 
of this savant. 

Prof. Schiemann enjoyed my 
particular confidence. An upright 
man, a native of the Baltic 
Provinces, a champion of the Ger- 
manic idea against vic arro- 
gance, «a clear-sigh politician 
and brilliant historian and writer, 
Schiemann was constantly asked by 
me for advice on political and his- 
torical questions. To him I owe 
much good counsel, especially re- 
garding the East. He was often 
at my home and often accompanied 
me on journeys—as, for .instance, 
to Tangier—and he heard from me 
in our talks much important con- 
fidential matter not yet known to 
others on political questions. His 
unshakable capacity for keeping 
his mouth shut justified my trust 
in him. It was a source of satis- 
faction to me to appoint this tried 
man curator of the University of 
Dorpat, after the liberation of the 
Baltic Provinces.

My sojourn at Corfu likewise af- 
forded me the pleasure of serving 
archaeology and of busying myself 
personally with excavation. The 
accidental discovery of a _ relief 
head of a Gorgon near the town 
of Corfu led me to take charge of 
the work myself. I called to my 
aid the experienced excavator and 
expert in Greek antiques, Prof. 
Dorpfeld, who teok over the di- 
rection of the excavation work. 
This savant, who was as enthu- 
siastic as I for the ancient Hellenic 
world, e in the course of 
time a faithful friend of mine and 
an invaluable source of instruction 
in questions relating to architec- 
ture, styles and so on among the 
ancient Greeks and Achaeans. 


“ILIAD” AS A GUIDE BOOK 
It was a joy to hear Dorpfeld 


read and elucidate the old Homer- 
ic poems, and establish, by means 
of a map and following the hints 
and descriptions of the poet, the 
location of the old Achaean gset- 
tlements destroyed later by the 
Doric migration. It appeared that 
the names of the old places had 
often been erred by the 
dispossessed inhabitants to the 
new places. This made the identi- 
fication of the location more dif- 
ficult, Nevertheless, Dorpfeld had 
rediscovered the location of a 
whole series of them, with the he!

TURKS GET EAST THRACE 

[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS ) 

LONDON, Oct. 10.—After nu- 
merous delays and interruptions, 
the work of the Mudania confer- 
ence reached a concluding point 
yesterday with the presentation to 
Iarnet Pasha, the Nationalist repre- 
sentative, for acceptance of the 
protocol agreed to by all the Al- 
Mes, which, as Lieut.-Gen. Haring- 
ton described it, would give to the 
Turks their aims within forty-five 
days, 

The convention is drawn on lib- 
eral tines, showing strongly traces 
of French influence on the side of 


the Kemalists. 

Under it, the Greeks will 
evacuate Eastern Thrace within 
fifteen days and complete the 


transfer to the Turks in an addi- 
tional month. The Turkish civil 
administration will follow closely 
on the heels of the departure of 
the Greeks, the entire transfer be- 
ing under the supervision of the 
Allied missions and Allied forces 
provisionally occupying Thrace, not 
exceeding seven ttalions. The 
number of Turkish gendermarie in 
the province during the interval 
is left undetermined, to the discre- 
tion of the Kemalists subject to the 
Allied approval. 


NEW NEUTRAL ZONES 


The Turke, on their side, under- 
take not to place an army in 
Thrace until peace ratified, 
while new neutral zones will be de-

This normal] development is not 
applicable to Los Angeles. Tabu- 
lations prepared by the public 
service department of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank show that 
savings deposits in this city in- 
creased 16 per cent at the time 
of the last bank call on September 
15, over the figures reported at the 
beginning of the year. This re- 
sult includes both State and na- 
tional banks, and in dollars, 
amounts toa gain of $37,772,- 
024.76. The significance of the 
growth is understood much bet- 
ter, when it is contrasted with the 
fact that Los Angeles appears to 
have a firm hold on third place in 
the amount of new building in the 
United States, being ranked only 
by New York and Chicago.

Kidnaped or “shanghaied” is the 
theory of the Los Angeles Harbor 
police about the disappearance at 
daylight last Sunday of Lawrence 
Powers, 16-year-old high school 
student of 830 West Twelfth street, 
Los Angeles Harbor.
